COMMENT ON COUNCIL

This report will cover the meetings hold on the 10th and 21st of 

February, 

The last two Council meetings hare been llfe-slzc, thrcc-dimen- 
sional examples of what can go wrong with the SGA. The first meet* 
ing, that of the 10th r has been referred to as the 'circus'. This is 
entirely accurate. However, a further qualification is necessary. This 
was a MAD circt's, an exercise in insanity. The primary came for 
the situation was a motion presemed by Eric Lorlvlerc, French Vice- 
President. This motion, If it were to be passed, would have required 
President Jim Stark to sign a letter addressed to the Chairman of the 
Laurentlan Board of Governors, Mr. Froscr, stating that ho, Jim 
Stork, has not been entirely truthful or accurate in an apology sent 
by him, Jim Stark, to Mr. Mullins, and to the Board of Governors, 
for a criticism of Mr. Mullins' actions regarding the visit to Lauren- 
tlan by Quebec premier Jean Lcsage. Sound complicated? It was. The 
crux of the matter was whether or not such a letter, that is Jim's 
letter of apology, the first one, should bo sent without the consent of 
council. The motion was, in effect, a motion of censure or no con- 
fidence, Jim Stark said that he did not feel that he could sign a 
letter which called him a liar and irresponsible. Many felt he was 
right. The motion also called for a letter to be signed by the two 
Vice-Presidents. This second letter was in much tho same tone as ihc 
letter Jim was to sign. The motion was eventually tabled, untabled, 
and defeated. The relatively large number of spectators present did 
not hesitate to voice their opinions. 

Certainly the topic was controversial, inflammatory, and Im- 
portant. However, the lack of decorum which caused the epithet 
'circus' was not caused by the nature of the issue. Neither was there 
a lack of means of procedure by which the debate could have been 
adequately controlled. There is in the SGA -a strong sense of In- 
dividualism, a feeling thot what I have to say is somehow more Im- 
portant than what HE has to say. Therefore I should speak first. No 
one would suggest that those students who arc obligated to represent 
YOU, the students of Laurentlan, in the Council meekly resign them- 
selves to railroading by anyone. But one would like to see some of 
the most elementary courtesies observed. Order, gentlemen, Order. 

The second meeting, that of the 21st, must go down as on utter 
disgrace to Laureniian. Present at the entire meeting was Patrick 
Kcnnlff, the national president of C.U.S. His talk on the activities of 
C.U.S. was extremely interesting, especially his discussion of the 
hiring practices of university administrations. The case In point is, of 
course, the recent ♦schematic' at Lakehcad University whore on 
allegedly bogus professor has been teaching for some time. Tho ideas 
brought out in Mr. KenniPs tolk were startling. Who hires the profes- 
sors at a University? What criteria do they use to judge a man's qua- 
lification for teaching other than the number of letters after his 
name What do the students do about a professor who rates zero in 
the lecture hall. These are questions that affect every student, and 
should be the concern — the conscious concern — of every student 

Unfortunately, Mr. Kenniff was still present when Bob Valro and 
Brian Stevens presented their plan for a Student Disciplinary System. 
This four page document, which Is the product of months of hard and 
dedicated work by Cob, Brian, and others, was not well received. 
This was primarily due, in my opinion, to Its length. When tho 
debate began it took the form of a free-wheeling, pot*shot affair. It 
soon developed that there were many places in which there could be 
some improvement. Too many. Thus a systcmotised attack was begun, 
This is a long, drawn out process at best, and requires tho potlenco 
of Job. Such patience, morc's the pity, was not with tho council that 
night. So. tempers sputtered, frazzled, flared, and exploded. Accusa- 
lions, recriminations, bitches, etcetera flew right, left, up and down. 
All while .Mr. Kenniff calmly looked on. Oh well 

Other than that, not much happened. The 'Letters' problem was 
solved. The resignation of the treasurer is being felt. The SGA council 
now enjoys coffee during Its sessions. All's quiet on the northern 
front. Unftl next Tuesday, at least.

Problem

Now wo are not in the 
publishing field for the purpose 
of disseminating 'propagando' for 
the United Stotes or any one else. 
However. It la Interesting for 
many reasons that someone in 
official Washington should feel 
that the opinions of Canadian Uni- 
versity students are important 
enouch to spend money on. 

A member of the LAMBDA 
staff, Terry Cook, who j* himself 
an American citizen <his draft 
card la still unscorched and In ono 
piece at this writing), but has 
spent the majority of his years in 
Canada, has offered to respond to 
this open letter to Canadian uni- 
versities. 
Dear President Johnson: 

The following Is a rebuttal to 
the statements attributed to you 
which were the contents of a let- 
tor sent to this newspopcr office 
by the USIS in Ottawa.

The first section, "Every day 
someone asks: Why aro we in 
Vietnam? And every day I want 
to answer, not for economic rea- 
sons; we are spending our trea- 
sure not reproducing It there, 

"And not for reasons of selfish 
pride; the lives of our sons are too 
great a price for national vanity. 

"And not for reasons of empire; 
our own sense of others* rights and 
the harsh Judgements of history 
on the eonquerors do not speak 
well of either the morality or the 
logic of Imperial ambition/* 

I agree with you, President 
Johnson, that the aims of the 
United States in Vietnam are not 
'a priori'* economic. Nevertheless, 
I doubt that the demand for arms, 
munitions, transport vehicles, and 
the other requirements of foreign 
warfare will prove to be an urn 
bearable burden, but rather that 
such a demand, if sustained, wilt

prove to a great benefit to In- 
dustry, more so than it has been 
In the past No one, however, I am 
quite sure has yet used this factor 
in Ihc equation of conflict in 
South East Asia, Nor could any* 
one suggest with any pretense of 
seriousness that America would 
consent to sacrifice the lives of 
her sons to salve the injuries of 
vanity. In spite of this, though, 
there are seme who might say 
that there have never been and 
never will be a country which 
finds Itself freed from that most 
insidious and vicious state of mind: 
My country, right or wrong. It is 
clear to the world that such 
thoughts axe no more absent from 
the minds of some Americans than 
they are from the minds of people 
everywhere. It Is not inconceiv- 
able that Amcrico could fall Into 
tho snare of blind nationalism 
before on honorable peace is 
reached in Vietnam. America's 
sons of tomorrow will praise 
heaven for the rational thought 
of the leaders of today, If they 
aro allowed to be bora. 

'Empire' is a dangerous word to 
use, especially in the context of the 
Vietnamese war. The United States 
Is today an empire, according to 
at least one dictionary definition:- 
A state characterized by having 
great extent of territories and 
varieties of peoples united under 
ono rule. Webster's Now Collegiate 
Dictionary, 1056 edition. It Is no 
necessary to be ruled by an 'em- 
peror' to qualify as an empire. The 
United States with its heteroge- 
neous mixture of Indian, Eng* 
llsh, French, Spanish, Polnesian, 
Oriental ,etc, peoples under ono 
flag and government, and with its 
lands from Maine and Puerto Rico 
in the East to Hawaii and the 
Pacific protectorates In the West 
under the same flag and govern- 
ment certainly conforms to the 
above definition of empire. But 
tho drive of the American Empire 
is not, as wero the famous empires 
of old, directed to the physical 
acquisition of lands and peoples, 
snd consequently revenue; perhaps 
it is rather motivated by an im- 
perial drive to spread Its Influence 
and Ideals, and consequently in- 
crease Its market *rea. This is ac- 
ceptable and proper. It is the busi- 
ness of empires to create business. 
This is undoubted* But, Mr. Pn* 
ident, I ask you whether the 
United States is more concernec 



with the living conditions of the 
people of South Vietnam, the 
spread of Communism, or the 
threat to the potentially lucrative 
market area of South East Asia 
that would be posed by a complete 
Communist (presumobly Chinese) 
take-over of that area? Surely the 
United States is not, with its allies 
in the Pacific quadrant, exclusively 
concerned with the fate of the 
South Vietnamese people. If this 
people's happiness were the prime 
intcrset of the United States, it 
N wouId without doubt now, and in 
^the past, have directed Its en- 
ergies to the improvement of their 
lot. It is evident to even the most 
callous observer that the Vietna- 
mese people, North and South, are 
at best no better off now than at 
any time in the past 

Impcriilism can be and often is 
beneficial. But imperialism can 
become a disease, a cancer mali- 
gnant and blind that ravages the 
world until checked by products 
of Its own evil. American Im- 
perialism is benign, beneficial to- 
day; yet this state is ever subject 
to deterioration. Only vigilant lo- 
yalty to the founding principles of 
the empire will maintain the 'sta- 
tus quo'. But, Mr, President, I am 
sure beyond doubt that you are 
aware of the above theories and 
facts and are anxolus to maintain 
the required vigilance of loyalty. 
It would so greatly reassure the 
world if you were to state as much 
publicly with no. stated or implied 
qualifications.

TORINO, IUly (CUP) — As ex- 
pected, a Canadian hockey team 
came to the 1968 World University 
Winter Game* to trade souvenirs 

and lme to the Russians. 
Unexpectedly, Canada also tost 

to Finland. ft-3, and Rumania, W. 

Had It not been for a spirited 
5* congest of favored Caftdm. 
lovakia, thi University of Mani- 
toba BSsooa, 1069 Canadian Inter- 
collegiate champions, would have 
lowered tf» Maple Lc»f abruptly 
to half mast in International 
hockey circle*. 

Father David Bauer** Idea of a 
university - based national team 
never looked so impossible. 

There ax* reason*, of course, 
Cowartd to the Russian team's 
Spartan-Hke schedule of dally 
workouts* Canada did not practise 
once. The team was busy taking 
tours of Torlno'a sprawling Fiat 
Factory or visiting night dubs or 
signing autographs, 

"They've hid it too easy," ad- 
mitted Manitoba's Athletic Diree* 
tor Bud'Fraser, "They weren't 
thinking about hockey." 

The team was alarmingly over- 
confident before tbe Finland game. 
Canada beat the Finns 7-a on the 
first day of the tournament, but 
the game was played the same day 
the Finland team arrived by train. 
In their second encounter Finland 
took advantage of sloppy Cana- 
dian play to bmlld up a 7-0 lead 

after two psriods. 

But the real reason for Canada's 
poor ahowtng was something our 
players ctsjldnt bring with them. 

Ttw game of hockey has changed 
since they first batted rubber in 
the 1800s on the froxen St Law- 
rence. The darting, durable, ma- 
chine-like Russiana have changed 
It 

I'm convinced wc can't play Cana- 
dian-style hockey and beat them , 
says Bison Captain Chuck Melgnen, 
"I saw that when they beat our 
national team in Winnipeg." 

Russia has brought soccer tactics 
to hockey. You can't forcchcck 
them became they break quickly 
and trap one or two forwards. 
Skating with them b like chasing 
gazelles. The answer is superb con. 
dlUonlng and ability to play the 
puck and not the man. 
in this tournament, the rock- 



hard Russian bear defeated the con- 
fused Canadian beaver 8 .to 2. 
Afterwards many Canadian players 
admitted the Russians were a bet- 
ter team. They had come up 
against the Iron Curtain version 
of college hockey — profession- 
alism In a mortarboard. 

Two Rumanians were policemen 
back homo posted to a precinct 
But neither had ever been there. 
They Just played hockey and their 
pay cheques were sent to the rink. 

Csnadfrti defenceman George 
Butterworth told of a converse, 
tion with another Rum an i a n play- 
er: "He said we talk of profes- 
sionalism in Canada, But he said 
we really don't know what it is." 

The Canadian team came from 
one university. The Russians 
Czechs, Finns and Italians aU sent 
all-star teams; the Rumanians sent 
their national team. Russia's In- 
cluded two player* from the na- 
tional "B" team. 

Along with the usual alibis of 
poor -lighting (true) -and poor 
reiereelng (very true) came tho 
complaint that the Ca n adians had 
to play hockey on seven coneecu- 
tlve days, meeting the Russians on 
the first day of the final round 
without proper, preparation. 

Every team had a tough sche- 
dule, which probably detracted 
from the play towards the end of 
the tournament The fact remains 
that Canada came to Torino never 
having played under international 
rules. And the team was not con- 
ditioned well enough to play full 
out pass the fifth game ol the tour- 
nament when they beat Czech- 
oslovakia. 

All Canada's expenses In Italy 
were financed by the Federation 
International du Sport Unlverai- 
taire. The team was laden with 
souvenirs by the Manitoba govern- 
ment. Half the travelling expenses 
were paid by the federal govern- 
ment 

The BUons did not Cnlsh among 

the lint three teams In Torino, 
but maybe they taught Canada a 
lesson. 

Maybe some blustery winter 
morning when 1,500 miles of Can- 
ada's prairies are froxen and 
mercury collapses In thermometers

by the initlaitve of Miss Marion 
Adams of Brentford, Ontario, who 
is now the National Director. 
NOT A TOUR 

Since participants in the Experi- 
ment must be seriously interested 

in immersing themselves In a dif- 
ferent society, it is not a prospect 
tbat will appeal to someone who 
is seeking a guided tour, or who 
wishes to "do" as many countries 
as he can in the shortest time pos- 
sible. Experiment groups are not 
v introduced to another country as 
* tourists. They 'meet a country on 
its own ^ terms, seeing It through 
the eyes of. the 'nationals. .It re- 
quires' tact, adaptability and a- 
genu!' desire to learn rather than 
teach. The challenge It presents if 
constant; the benefits It can pro- 
vide depend entirely upon the in- 
dividual. 
A Question of Values 

.The college student who is un- 
derstandably, concerned about fi- 
nancing the remaining years of 
his education should realize that 
an Experiment summer is not de- 
signed as simply a pleasant inter- 
lude betwen the spring and fall 
semesters. For economist or jour- 
nalist, the advantages of an inter- 
national experience .with a serious 
purpose are obvious. And no mat- 
ter what occupation the Experi- 
menter ultimately chooses, his 
summer spent as an unofficial am-

This can only be accomplished 
through a central agent, namely 
the treasurer of the S.G.A. To 
emphasise my point, last year this 
procedure was not strickly follow- 
ed and as a consequent, last year's 
council overspent Its budget by 
approximately $3,000 alter having 
a balance of $1,500 left over from 
the 1963-64 council. 

Until the treasurer is given the 
proper authority and respect that 
is forthcoming to him by the rest 
of his executive, by council and 
by the committee heads, It U Im- 
possible for him to execute his 
responsibilities in the proper man- 
ner.l have tried all year to make 
this point .known, but It does not 
Mem to have been grasped by 
those to whom It was directed.
